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SINKING OF THE 
MONROE 


Presence of Mind cf Crew and 
Passengers Results in Many 
Lives Sived 


DRAMATIC INCIDENTS 
TOLD BY SURVIVORS 


Harrowing Scenes of Women 
Screaming For Help on the 
Sinking Ship 


Results of the Collision: 
Lost: Passengers 19, crew 
total 41; saved: passengers 
crew 60, total 99.

NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—The pres 
ence of mind of the crew and passen- 
gers alike was responsible for the 
saving of so many lives from the old 
Dominion liner Monroe, which sank 
off Hog Island early today, according 
to a statement issued here tonight by 
I. B. Walker, president and general 
manager of the Old Dominion Line, 
through James Leyland, superintend 
ent of the line. 
In his statement, Mr. Walker says 
that Captain Johnston, master of the 


Monroe, launched life boat No, 7 with 


the aid of eight volunteers, and then 
picked up 27 persons who had jumped 
into the water just before the liner 
went under, making the total by this 
boat 35. Equally good work was done 
by First Officer Guy Uorsley, who 
after launching boat No. 3, with ten 
passengers, rescued 24 persons who 
had jumped from the deck of the 
steamer. Life boat No. 1 was smush 
} ed as she landed in the water, and 
No. 2 capsized. 


Fourteen persons were saved by two 


boats from the Nantucket. One of the 
life rafts of the Monroe proved the 
means of saving the lives of six, while 
another saved four persons 

Second Officer J. E. Gately went 
below immediately after the collision

HORSESHOE FOR LUCK 

It is not particularly difficult to 
guess why lovers of horses came to 
adopt the horseshoe as a_ talisman 
against misfortune. Horses were held 
to be especially susceptible to tho 
machinations of witches. If precau- 
tions were not taken these mischiev- 
ous creatures would ride the horses 
at dead of night over the hills, and 
when the owner came to the stables 
in the morning he would find his 
animals in a jather and utterly ex- 
hausted. A horseshoe placed over the 
stable door was believed to ward off 


such evil. 

There is no. superstitution more 
deeply ingrained in all classes of 
society than that which pretains to 
the horseshoe. As ap. emblem of 


good fortune it holds pride of place. 
Nelson did not disdain to nail a horse- 
shoe to the mast of the Victory. In 
the early part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury the horseshoe was highly prized, 
and there were few mansions where 
it was not displayed, while humbler 
folks were at great pains to fasten 
it over their doors, 

In, Greece and Rome horses were 
not shod. The ancients were content 
with wrapping fibre cloth around the 
feet of their horses in cold weather, 
or when it was necessary to pass 
through miry districts. Instead of 
devising horseshoes, they turned their 
attention to hardening the hoofs of 
thelr mounts. Nero, however, who 
ever strove to outdistance his con- 
temporaries, caused bis. borses to be 
shod with silver, bul neo nails were 
driven into the hoofs.

London, Jan, 30.—The abundanee of money in the Lon- 
don market and yesterday's reduction of Bank of England 
rate from four to three per cont, gave a further powerful 
stimulus to the revival, which has been taking place in the 
stock exchange securities since the beginning of the year. 
The behavior of consols amazes even the oldest members of 
the exchange. The securities rose today as high as 7614, a 
rise of 544 above the low record to which they dipped only 
a few weeks ago.

This is the request that the publie may 
be able to make of the Edmonton, Dun- 
vegan and B. C, Railway company at 
Edmonton some time during 1915—not 
so very far away. 

The immediate beginning of grading 
work on the government-guaranteed 
Canada Central railway line, as an- 
nounced by J. D. MeArthur on Satur- 
day, will make this possible. Very few 
people have heard of the Canada Cen- 
tral. Not one man in a thousand, pos- 
sibly, could give its location. But it 
will open up one of the richest timber 
and agricultural districts in the pro- 
vinee, and put what many people be- 
lieve is the site of a future city—Peace 
River Crossing—on the map. 

The Canada Central is a branch line 
of the Dunvegan railway, but under a 
separate charter. It will branch off 
from the Dunvegan railway at Round 
Lake, northwest of Grouard, and while 
the main line is heading for Dunvegan, 
on the south side of the Upper Peace, 
the Canada Central will make its way 
to Peace River Crossing, over the Peace 
by means of a three bundred and fifty 
thousand dollar steel budge, and then 
skirt the north bank of the Upper 
Peace to Dunvegan, and perhaps futher 
than that. 

Mr. McArthur’s announcement is the 
first public intiination that construction 
work on the Canada Central is on the 
eve of being begun, and it will be 
received with glee in that section of the 
country where tthe railway is destined 
to operate. 

No steel will be laid on the Canada 
Central this year, but the greater part 
of the grading to Peace River Crossing 
will be.completed, and the laying of 
steel will be mished in the spring of 
next year.

Mesers, 
Butcher and Coulter maintained that 
it was neither necessary nor desirable 
to extend the parliamentary franchise 
to women, urging that by so doing 
women were teken cut of their proper 
sphere—the home—and also main- 
taining that all the necessary reforms 
wore carried through by the men 
alone, and that in states whare women 
exercised the franchise social reforms 
Were no more advanced than where 
the franchise was restricted to the 
male voted. 

Misses Dillow and Perry maintain- 
ed that the extension of the franchise 
would be beneficial to all sections of 
the community; that without it many 
hecessary reforms were neglected, or 
were only carried through after much 
time and energy had been wasted and 
that women were anxious to fulfill all 
their duties as citizens, and that at 
the present time, when the State as- 
sumes 80 much centrcol over what was 
formerly the women's province, the 
direct influence of women, auch as, 
could only be secured through the 
baliot, was vital if the problems con- 
fronting the State were to be faced 
adequately. - 

The debate was thrown open, and 
the discussion was continued by Miss 
Smith, Mrs. Avery Smith, and Messrs. 
Libby and Van Allon. 

The judging was left to an open 
vote of those present, the result being 
that the men jost the motion by 21 
votes to 11,
